A CROP FOR SILAGE 
FOR THE YEAR 1923 


Mr R, E. Everest, the supervisor 
of dominion illustration station in Al¬ 
berta in writing us, on the silage 
(|ucstion says:— 

Occasional fields of sunfowers and 
corn were seen in 1922 and many more 
farmers are considering the advisibil- 
ity of making a hart along this line in 
1923. Those thinking over the matter 
should decide quickly and act accord¬ 
ingly. The question of growing a 
silage crop is not one of great respon¬ 
sibility or obligation; the matter comes 
very closely to a position of having 
much to gain and very little to lose. 

Land is plentiful; therefore set a- 
side ten acres of fallow near to the 
stabling. This makes convenient for 
cultivating the rowed crop, and also 
gives a short haul in filling the silo 
Order early 80 lbs. of sunflower seed 
and a ])ushel of corn. Sunflower seed 
was short in May last year and cost 
more than March—order early. Sow 
eight acres to sunflowers—Mammoth 
Russian variety— and two acres to 
corn—North-western seed from grain 
drill in rows 36in. apart about the 
middle of May. Cultivate as required 
to keep down weeds throughout season 
In a slack couple of days as autumn 
approaches take out a trench 30 ft 
long, 12 ft., wide and 8 ft. deep by us 
of the plow and scraper. Later, when 
frost threatens, harvest the sun¬ 
flowers right through the cutting box 
into trench, levelling and tramping 
silage well in the process. Seal the 
silo over to exclude the air by cover¬ 
ing with straw. You will then have on 
hand a valuable addition to the feed 
supply that will assist suprisingly in 
the intensive winter work of milk pro¬ 
duction, feeding for flesh, or growth 
of young stock.

There were 12,537 persons employed 
in mines during the month of Decem¬ 
ber, being an increase of 301 over 
December of 1921.

breaches of the Federal statutes in 
Saskatchewan, illicit still cases ac-

of a. total of 644 canvictions secured 
by the R.C.M.P. in connection with 
breaches of Federal statutues 318, or 
49.37 per cent were illicit still cases. 

Infractions of the Inland ReVenu©

of 5235 investigations made by the 
R.C.M.P during the year into breaches 
of all the federal statutes—in other 
words. 30.67 of the cases were illicit

Ninety per cent’ of the investors are 
Alberta, people, and the average 
amount they have taken in individual 
purchases is $250’ Some 6,000 ac¬ 
counts are being kept.

A modern 
hotel is a city in itself, and a modern 
ocean liner of the type of the Cana 
dian Pacific “Empresses^* is certain 
ily no Ics^s. When a couple of thou¬ 
sand or so of passengers arc cut off 
from land to spend a week or more 
on the ocean, they must have every 
convenience and comfort that land 
'an provide. The .ship must be self 
.UsStairring in every particular. In 
this respect Canadian Pacific ships 
are as complete as modern invention 
•ran make them, and whether their 
trips extend for one week, or six 
'Tveeks as does the cruise of the Medi¬ 
terranean which the ^‘Empress of 
France” made this winter, or even 
for three months as in the case of 
the cruise around the world to bC 
made by the “Empress of Australia” 
this year, nothing is lacking to en¬ 
sure the complete happiness of all on 
board. ^ 

As an instance of the way in which 
modern liners are equipped, the new¬ 
ly installed laundry of the “Empress 
of France” is well worth comment. 
It cost $25,000 and its complete plant 


In addition to the large amount of 
work: undertaken for passengers at 
shore prices, it deals with 100.000 
pieces of ship's linen per week. This 
new department is under the man¬ 
agement of C. T'awc. junior, who 
controls :ts stafi ol six men and 
thirty women. Three washing nia- 
ch.ines torili part "of the equipment, 
and one of these, the largest ever 
fitted to a liner, is capable of deal- 
hig with 3,000 pieces of liner! at a 
time, each piece being subjected to 
the entire washing process without 
removal. There is also a huge 
ironing machine which will iron and 
dry sheets at the rate of 400 per 
hour after they have been passed 
through a power wringer. This 
machine is operated by a team of 
nine girls. The higher class of laun¬ 
dry work is don.e by skilled ironers 
wifh press machines and electric 
irons, while shirts and collars, etc., 
are starched and finished by machines 
specially fitted for the purpose. All 
•the machinery is electrically driven, 
and there arc elaborate electrical 
controls for starting, stopping and 
regulating the machines. In the case 


of the washing machines, electric 
motors are fitted to the top of them, 
controlled by an electric timing de¬ 
vice which regulates the revolving 
and reversing of the inside cylinders. 

The oil - burning “Empress ftf 
France” has a length of 571 feet, 
beam 72 feet, depth 42 feet, and gross 
tonnage of 18,481. The speed which 
made her such an asset to the navy 
during the war is still maintained, 
and Captain John Gillies, her com¬ 
mander, is the hero of many an ex¬ 
citing race to port. Once aboard the 
“Empress” one has nothing to do 
but enjoy life while awaiting the end 
of the journey which usually arrives 
all too soon. She is a beautifully ap¬ 
pointed ship with seven first class 
public rooms, including a lounge, 
smoking room, card room, and lib¬ 
rary. Provision is made in the sec¬ 
ond-class quarters for three public 
rooms, and spacious deck space af¬ 
fords ai! passengers more than suffi¬ 
cient room for open air games and 
exercise. Her steerage accommoda¬ 
tion is in many ways about equal to 
the cabin accommodation of Atlan¬ 
tic liners of a few years ago, and her 
first an-d second-class provides cytty 
comfort that has be^n devised, ♦

London^ England — Shareholders 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
here have been officially informed 
that a pleasure of relief is to be 
granted them from the British in¬ 
come tax for the fiscal years 1919 
and 1920 ki respect of the company 
payment of the Canadian income 
tax. This is^.the first official word 
on the subject of Canadian Pacific 
shares. By the Finance Act of 
19^, however, all British subjects 
resident in overseas Dominions were 
granted for 1920, in some cases for 
1919, and in the future, the right of 
reclaiming the British income tax 
as though actually resident in Brit¬ 
ain. This affected Canadians deriv¬ 
ing inr.ome from which the British 
income tax had been deducted. It 
is estimated'.that the amount saved 
by Canadians so situated, if they 
did not neglect to file their claims 
under the Act,, v/ould be over $1,000,- 
000 .

Golden, B.C.—That the provin¬ 
cial government will commence work 
on the Golden-Leanchoil, road early 
in the spring, is announced by J. A. 
Buckham, M.L.A. A survey will be 
made as soon as possible a'nd the 
work will be done by contract. The 
cost is estimated at $234,000. That 
portion of the road to be constructed 
by the Parks brainch of the Domin¬ 
ion Government will also be got 
under way this year, it is stated. . 

The complo-tion of this road will 
create a large amount.^ of tourist 
traffic through Golden, and will 
also •afford a loop whereby local 
cars may travel to Calgary and 
points in Alberta, and return over 
the newly completed Banff-Winder- 
mere road to Golden, passing some 
of the most magnificent mountain 
scenery on the continent.
